JERICHO, — Thirteen Fatah men were killed in a running fight with Defence 
Force patrols in Wadi Sujah,.a steep ravine north of here yesterday morning. .' 
A 14th member of the gang was wounded and captured, while , two more’ are 


believed to have’ escaped. 


Our own casualties’ were two men killed 
‘and a third wounded. The names of the 
dead were given as Segen Hanan Gold- 
zweig, 21, of Jerusalem, and Turai ἘΠῚ- 
meleh Tekinsky, 20, of Haifa. 

At about 6 p.m. the Jordanians opened 
artillery fire on Israeli positions north- 
east of Jericho, not far from where: the 
infiltrators were killed. The fire was re- 
turned and the Jordanian batteries. si- 
Jenced in an exchange that continued spo- 
radically for about an hour. 

From 820 to 9.30 pm, the Jordanians

Yesterday's clash with the Fatah came 
shortly after the gang was first detected.

During the early moming hours Ξ patrol 
first observed a suspicious movement in 
one of the wadls north of here. Helicopter 
reinforcements were called in. Within a 
short time the bnfiltrators were cornered. 

The 16 men are believed to have formed 
two gangs which joined -up for the initial 
stage of their crossing in order to rely 
on increased fire power to: extricate them- 
selves from possible encounter with Israel 
patrols.

US. air cavalry combing vital 
valley loses 17 helicopters 


ASHAU VALLEY, South Vietnam (Reuter). — American and South Vietnamese 
trodps are sweeping through this lush 35-km.-long valley, held for the past two 
years by the North Vietnamese. The Americans have thrown their best: division 
— the First Air Cavalry ~~ into the battle, which is raging over the most for- 
midable guerrilla stronghold in South Vietnam. 


In the first day, the Americans lost 17 
helicopters, It was the blackest day in the 
history of the division since it came to 
Vietnam in early 1965. 

The. operation was announced in Saigon 
Jast night, nine days after it began. An 
American military spokesman described it 


. ag a reconnaissance in force. He said it 


‘was proceeding successfully, but many de- 
tails were being withbeld for secatity 
reasons. This valley is a funnel bringing 
North Vietmamese troops out of Laos and 
into South ‘Vietnam. 

‘he air cavalry, formed especially for 
the Vietnam war, has about 500 helicopters 
to carry its infantry into battle. These are 
covered by helicopter gunships armed witn 
rockets, machinegimms and 20 mm. cannon. 
On the first day of the operation, when 17 
helicopters were Jost, another 10 were hit by 
eleveriy-camouflaged machineguns or anti- 
airoraft artillery. 


Some helicopters encountercd flak above 
the clouds at 1,800 metres and. pilots believed 
the North Vietmamese were also using a 
Russian-made gun which is guided by ra- 
dar, At least a regiment of North Vietna- 
mese infantry was defending the gunners. 


Hanoi says new 
S. Vietnam alliance 
ready for talks 


TOKYO (Reuter). — North Vietnam re- 
ported yesterday thatancwly-formed poli- 
tical organization in South Vietnam calling 
itself the Alliance of National, Democratic 
and Peace Forces is prepared to enter into 
digcussions with the U.S. Government to 
bring the war to an end. 

The North Vietnam news agency moni- 
tored here sald ihe Alliance. founded at a 
two-day conference near the Cholon area 
that adjoins Salgon on April 20-21 adopted 
a manifesto setting out its alms as: 


“Unity of alt patriotic forces and indi- 
viduals, resolute fight against foreign az- 
gression, overthrow the Nguyen Van “Thicu- 
Nguyen Cao Ky yuppet regime, cstaléish- 
ment of a national union government, and 
achievement of independence, democracy 
and peace.”

NEW YORK (Reuter), — Demonstrations 
in most major American cities against the 
ictneam. war snd racialism finlyhed on 
Saturday night with at least 160 arrested 
in New York and a violent clash with 
police in Chicago. 

In New York the biggest rally of the 
day saw about 100,000 gathered in Central 
Park to hear a speech by Mrs. Coretta 
King. widow of Dr. Martin Luther King, 
the Negro civil rights Jeader, who had 
planned to speak there before his death. 

In Chicago, police used the disabling che- 
mical Mace in a running battle with about 
5,000 demonstrators who held a rally in 
Grant Park and marched to the Civic 
Centre. More than 50 were arrested and a 
@ozen injured during the clash, which 
started when the demonstrators found the 
Civic Plaza roped off. 

The coordinated anti-war demonstrations 
throughout the country were timed to coin- 
elde with Loyalty Day parades being held 
in support for the Vietnam war. and oul- 
numbered them nearly everywhere, 

Demonstrations in several other cities, 
including San Francisco, Philadelphia and 


Washington, were much smalier and 
Peaceful. 
TITO IN MOSCOW 


MOSCOW Reuter). -- President Tito of 
Yugoslavia flew in here yesterday for an 
apparently hastily-arranged day of talka 
with the Soviet party chief, Mr. Leonid 
Brezhnev. 

The Yugoslav Jcader flew here from 
Teheran after official visits to Japan, 
Mongolia and Iran, After a brief welcome 
at the airport: by Mr. Brezhnev and Pre- 
sident Nikolai Podgorny, the three leaders

HY George W. Ball, who has suc- 
UNL ceeded “Mr. Arthur, J. Goldberg as 
U.S. permanent representative to the 
United Nations, ras represented the U.S. 
in international economic and diplomatic 
affairs on many occasious. 


A former law partner of the late Adial 
Stevenson. Mr. Ball. who is 58 was 
brought into the State Department by 
President Kennedy early ip his adminis- 
tration, In addition to holding the State 
Department post vader both Mr. Kennedy 
and President Johnson, Mr. Ball was a 
frequent adviser to Mr. .Johngon on other 
problems. As Uader-Secr2tary for Econo- 
mic Affairs, from 1961 to 1966, Mr. Ball 
served as U.S. alternate governor of the 
International Monetary Fund, the Inter- 
nalional Bank for Reconstruction and Dev- 
elopment, and the Inter-American Dev- 
elorment Bank. 

Mr, Ball's appointment as Under-Secre- 
tary of State was described by “The 
New York Times” at the time as “formal 
recognition not cply of his ability as an 
administrator out also of the extreme 
importance the President is placing on 
a forward-looking foreign trade policy.” 
In a “Christian Science Monitor” profilc, 
written in the same year, Mr. Ball was 
described as “a tall, incredibly energetic 
man with a somewhat quizzical outlook 
oo life, a mind which seems to defy 
overload, and an apparently limitless va- 
riety of active Interests.” These interests 
include politics, history, economics and 
carpentry. 

Mr. Ball was general counse! to the 
French Supply Council in 1945-46, en- 
gaged in the -acquisition of supplies for 
the rehabilitation of France. In 1944 and 
1945, he was director of the U.S. Stra- 
tegic Bombing Survey in London and prior 
to that was with the Forelgn Economic 
Administration as associate genera) coun- 
se} to the Lend-Lease Programme. His 
earlier government service was with the 
Gereral Counsel's Office, Treasury Dep- 
artment. 

Mr, Ball was born in Des Moines, Iowa, 
one of three sons of Amos and Edna 
Wildman Ball. His father, a native of 
Devon, Engfand, went to the U.S. at the 
age of five, 

George Ball received his early educa 
tion in the public schools of Des Moines 
and Evanston, lWinols, where the family 
moved when he was eleven. 


He received a Bachelor's degree from 
Northwestern University in 1930, and ἃ 
law degree in 1938, He practised law in 
Chicago from 1933 to 1942 after serving 
for a short time in Washington with the 
Farm Credit Administration.

— A reunion of the Carmeli Bri- 
gade, which liberated Haifa and Western 
Galilee, is to be held here on May 38. 
At a press conference on Friday, the 
former brigade commander, Transport 
Minister Moshe Carmel, and former ad- 
jutant, B.Z. Inbar, said that they cxpect 
some 1,000 former members of the bri- 
gade and their families to attend. 

Carmeli was founded in Haifa in De- 
cember 1947. It “distinguished itself as an 
offensive fighting force, always attacking 
the enemy, wherever we found him,” Mr. 
Carmel said,

Western Galilee settlements, and drove 
the Arabs out of the whole of Western:

BEERSHEBA. — Gata has a synagogue 
— for the first time In 40 years. It was 
the Chief Chap- 
lain, Aluf Shlomo Goren, and Gaza's Mili- 
tary Governor, Aluf-Mishne “Motta” Gur. 

“We were forced to get out of Gaza 
alter three months, in 1957," he said. “But 
this lime we have been here almost 2 
year — and we intend to stay longer.” 

Then Aluf Goren: apoke: “We couldn't 
take Gaza in Biblical times because we 
were weak,.and the Philistines had bet- 
ter armour. And even In the War of Li- 
beration we could not take Gaza — al- 
though international law says that Gaza 
tightly belongs to us. But now a syna- 
gogue in Gaza proves that this area is a 
part of Eretz Yisrael. 

“Gaza hag been a Jewish centre for cen- 
turies, and today. we are renewing the 
tradition of the Jewish community forced 
out of Gaza 40 years ago,” he declared. 

Four soldiers carrieg the canopy on 
their bayonets’ as the Tora Scroll was 
borne by the Army chaplain in Gaza, 
Ray-Seren Moshe Zalzburzg. 

As the “Shma” was sung, the Tora was 
earried into the synagogue and put into 
the Ark of the Law. which bears the in- 
scription: “To the memory of the soldiers

who fell In the Gaza Strip and Sinai.” 

On the synagogue is a simple sign: 
“Beit Haknesset, Gaza -- place for 50 per- 
sons and a special room to study and
